Wear appropriate cloth- 
ing (long pants, socks and long 
sleeves) and use insect repel- 
lent on exposed areas of skin 
when outdoors at dusk and 
nighttime. Precautions are es- 
pecially important when 'en- 
gaging in nighttime outdoor ac- 
tivities near densely wooded ог 
heavily vegetated areas. . 

Even with the improvement 
in local conditions, these com- 
mon-sense precautions are still 
being urged. Environmental 
conditions and seasonal weath- 
er patterns continue to be fa- 
vorable for the reduction of 
Culex nigripalpus mosquitoes,’ 
the carriers of the disease.

"Alberta Clippers", fast-mov- 
ing storms that originate in the 
Canadian province of Alberta, 
are regular visitors to the 
Upper Midwest.

The “Texas Panhandler", 
Sometimes called the 
“Oklahoma Hooker”, is a-storm 
notorious for producing bliz- 
zards in the Plains, This storm, 
which. forms near the Texas- 
Oklahoma border, frequently 
sweeps across the Northern 
Plains and Great Lakes, dump- 
ing enormous amounts of snow. 

My favorite winter storm 
nickname, however, is the 
“Blue Norther”, a storm infa- 
mous in Texas. The Blue 
Norther is a fast-moving cold 
front that can bring а sudden 
drop in the temperature, as 
much as 25 degrees in one hour

and 50 degrees in three hours. 

This wicked storm gets its 
name from the dark blue clouds 
that often precede its arrival. 
Texas author and amateur 
meteorologist John Weems 
once described a Blue Norther 
ав “а long wall of clouds 


Stretching across the northern - 


horizon, looming ever higher, 
ever bluer and ever darker in 
the winter sky". 

A'true Blue Norther is a dry 
storm that doesn't produce 
much precipitation. While rain 
and snow are not uncommon, a 
Blue Norther is famous for its 
icy temperatures and gusty 
winds. 

One of the most famous Blue 
Northers was the blizzard of 
February 11-13, 1899, a storm 
that sent the entire state into 
the deep freeze. The mercury 
dropped to 12 degrees in the 
fruit orchards of Corpus Christi 
and several inches of snow fell 
as far south as the Rio Grande. 

It was a dreadful storm, but 
at least Texans knew it was a 
Blue Norther. Yet, the next 
time a bitter cold wave arrives 
in Florida, it won't have a suit- 
able nickname. We won't know 
what to call it. 

Perhaps, that’s not so bad. 
After all, maybe if we don't give 
it a nickname, it won't be visit- 
ing very often.

Caller says post office doesn’t 
deserve raise 

“The post office raises their prices almost 
every year or so, They say it is to upgrade their 
service. Wrong. If anything, I've never seen it 
changer for the better. 

Two times this year I have had t put tracers 
out for money orders because I would be late on 
payments the companies did not receive. 

Last month, I sent a money order to north 
Florida for a payment on my car insurance. I 
sent it three weeks ahead of time.

based solely on emotion. 

While the banking industry has felt compelled 
to respond to a false and aggressive public rela- 
tions campaign by. credit unions, our primary 
focus has been on the judicial system. Credit 
unions were created to serve cohesive groups 
that shared a single common bond. It is our 
opinion that this is what state and federal laws 
provide. Nowhere in the law is it found that an 
individual credit union-can link multiple 
groups, each with a distinct common bond, to 
constitute its membership. - 

Credit unions and their regulators disagree 
with this interpretation. Federal courts have 
recently held that federal credit unions may not 
link multiple employer groups. The,issue is now 
before the Supreme Court and a decision їз 
expected to.be rendered either later this year or 
early in 1998. 

On the state level, the Division of Banking 
has interpreted Florida's Credit Union Act to 
permit the joinder of multiple groups under a 
single state-chartered credit union. The bank- 
ing industry disagrees with this interpretation, 
and instead, believes Florida law confines mem- 
bership in a state-chartered credit union to a 
single group with a common purpose. 

Earlier this year, the banking industry 
requested that the Division of Banking issue a 
rule prohibiting the joinder of diverse groups 


within the membership of a single state-char- 
tered credit union. The division-denied this 
request, contending that Florida law specifically 
provides for such membership expansions, and 
therefore, no rule is necessary. The division's 
decision was appealed by the banking industry 
and oral arguments аге éxpected to occur short- 
ly after the first of the year. A final ruling in the 
case is likely to be handed down.by late spring 
1998. 

If credit unions wish to serve the general pub- 
lic through the boundless linkage of distinct 
common bonds, they should be subject to the 
same obligations as banks such as taxes and 
compliance with consumer regulation. It'is 
important to note the majority of credit unions 
do serve a single constituency, and the banking 
industry takes no exception with these institu- 
tion which abide by the law. 

The banking industry does not suggest that a 
consumer's choice for financial services should 
be limited. Rather, those credit unions which 
choose to serve the general public like a bank 
should not enjoy the free ride of state and feder- 
al tax exemption.

~ Тев the season to be 
jolly..except if you are a child 
with an ear infection. It is a 
well known fact that toddlers 
usually have at least one ear 
infection by the time they turn 
three, whether they wear hats 
on windy days or keep their 
ears dry in the bathtub or not. 
Now through March is the most 


) common season for ear infec- 


tions, and parents fret over 
whether they are dressing their 
children right or doing any- 
thing that might. bring on an 
infection. 

We all have been blessed with 
а wonderful (7) mechanism in 
our head called the Eustachian 
tube which normally allows the 
middle ear to drain into the 
throat. There is drainage 


because the middle ear has a 


fairly constant liquid which - 


keeps the.middle ear “space 
moist. When the soft tissue 
around the eyes and nose 
swells, as in a cold or upper res- 
piratory infection, the 
Eustachian tube often swells as 
well. If it is very small, as in 
infants and small children, it 
can swell completely shut. The 
tube lies more horizontally in 
young children, which restricts 
the fluid from draining down- 
ward. As you age, the tube 
expands and tilts downward, 
which is why adults are less 
prone to ear infections. 

When a cold causes fluid to 
build up and the eardrum to 
swell, the fluid becomes a 
breeding ground for bacteria, 
the source of an ear infection.

Everyone always has bacteria 
in the nasal cavity. When a per- 
воп breathes, the bacteria could 
travel along the Eustachian 
tube into the ear “just by bad 
luck”. 
Some children seem to be 
*repeat offenders", if you will, 
when it comes to ear infections. 


They seem to frequently have 
ear infections every three or 
four weeks. They keep going to 
the doctor, take a course ‘of 
antibiotics and get better in a 
few days. But, in two or three 
weeks, the symptoms start 
coming back. This cycle may 
progress until they see an ear 
specialist and have "tubes" put 
into their 
ears. 
However, 
parents 
may need 
to consider 
that these 
children 
may be 
suffering 
from aller- 
gies. When 
the child is 


treated for his alleggy (which 
may be food-related), this side 
effect of severe allergíc reac- 
tions, ear infections, no longer 
occur. Ав a result, the expen- 
sive proposition of surgical 
installation of ear tubes 
becomes unnecessary. 

Here are a few suggested 
steps to reduce a child's ear 
infection discomfort: 

1. Early detection. Ear 
infections can be treated with 
an antibiotic that dramatically 
reduces the discomfort within 
2A to 48 hours. 

2. Completing treatment. 
Even if the child seems better 
after a day of antibiotics, con- 
tinue them for the prescribed 
course. Otherwise, you're not 
killing all the bacteria, making 
it more likely for a second infec- 


tis fhe: season for causadas for toddlers 


tion to develop. 

3. Avoid water. Any water 
that gets'in from the outside 
won't cause an ear infection, by 
it may make an infected ear 
more uncomfortable. 

4. Follow-up and check back 
with your doctor two to four 
weeks after the initial visit to 
make sure any residual fluid 
has cleared up. 

5. If your children are 
highly allergic, keep them 
away from foods such as milk, 
chocolate, tomatoes, citrus 
fruits, sugar, white wheat, dark: 
drinks and eggs, as these foods 
seem to trigger allergic reac- 
tions and can cause ear infec- 


tions to form.

З. Scar tissue. A primary 
factor leading to failed back 
surgery is scar tissue.

As a'result, scar tissue causes a 
weakness and stiffness of the 
spine. Repeat surgery is rarely 
of significant benefit." 

4. Recurrent disc hernia- 
tion. Most disc surgeries entail 
removal of only a portion of the 
disc material, the remaining 
disc material exits out of the 
surgical site and results in 
recurrent disc herniation: 

5. Weakness of the mus- 
cles and ligaments. A major 
cause of persistent disability is 
weak or atrophied muscles and 
ligaments supporting the 
spine. The pain is often worse 
after standing ог “sitting for 
prolonged ` periods ‘of time. 
Many doctors ‘believe weak 
muscles and ligaments are the. 
ptimary cause of pain in failed 
back surgery. These weak mus- 


cles are overworked just main- 
taining proper posture. 

8. Repeated surgeries. 
Some patients have painful or 
abnormal discs in all five verte- 
brae of the low back. It is diffi- 
cult to know where to stop 
surgery when fusion is is con- 
templated in this setting. 

1. Wrong diagnosis or 
physician error. Sometimes 
pain. persists because surgery 
was performed at the wrong 
level. Often the real cause of 
pain was misdiagnosed. 

8. Nerve damage. This may 
occur during surgery or from 
prior herniation or compression 
of the nerve from scar tissue. 
Pain is often severe. It is usual- 
ly described as a constant dull 
ache with burning or electric 
shock sensations or numbness 
and tingling in the legs. 
Narcotics do not alleviate 
symptoms. 

* If back surgery is performed 
and: is unsuccessful (failed) 
then a, great many problems 
occur. It becomes difficult to 
distinguish psychological 
symptoms from physical symp- 
toms. Diagnostic tests become! 
more difficyilt to interpret when 
there was prior surgery.

Saying the U.S. Tax Code is 
much too large and complex for 
average Americans to properly 
prepare their tax returns, Rep. 
Mark Foley (R-FL) is asking for 
a total restructuring of the U.S. 
Tax Code. 

During a news conference 
outside the IRS offices in West 

(Palm Beach on Nov. 21, the 
Florida congressman said it's 
time to simplify. 

"Our entire tax code is predi- 
cated on the notion of volun- 


tary compliance, but there is no 
way that the € taxpayer 
could properly or under- 
stand - much less comply with - 
the U.S: Tax Code when you 
consider that it comprises 
about 17,000 pages including 
all tax regulations," Rep. Foley 
said: "The sheer volume alone - 
not to mention the arcane rules 
and endless special interest 
loopholes - miakes simplifica- 
tion and restructuring of the 
U.S, Tax Code a necessity.” 


Rep. Foley is co-sponsor of a 
bill that would eliminate the 
current U.S. Tax Code, exclud- 
ing Medicare and Social 
Security provisions. 

“Му co-sponsorship of this 
legislation, which would termi- 
nate the Federal Tax Code of 
1986 after December 31, 2001, 
is intended to put pressure on 
Congress to finally simplify 
and restructure our nation's 
tax laws, Rep. Foley 
explained. "The bill - if passed - 


would require that any new 
federal tax system be simple 
and fair." 

Rep. Foley says that in craft- 
ing a new U.S. Tax Code, it 
should reflect these four basic 
principles: 

1. Simplicity: let taxpayers 
file a single simplified tax form. 

2. Fairness: Restore fairness 
to our tax laws by'ending, once 
and for all, special interest 
loopholes, and taxing income at 
a lower rate.
